P.K. Page has published seven collections of poetry, 
notably As Ten as Twenty (1946), Cry Ararat! (1967) and The 
Glass Air (1991), and a fascinating account of her life as an 
ambassador’s wife, Brazilian Journal (1987). In 1997 she was 
the subject of a special issue of The Malahat Review.
